The housing shortage was acute in 
Scotland: before the war, and at the. pre- 
sent moment it_is infinitely worse than 
in England. The special difficulty ..in 
Scotland is that housing ‘accommodation

of the Tweed. That is particularly the 
case in the West of Scotland, where: the 
enormous industrial expansion of the 
lust century bas led to immigration on 
& large.scale, not only from other parts 
of Scotland, but ‘from Ireland. The re 
sult hos been an intensified ‘growth of 
slums. In Glasgow m population of 
77,000 in 1880 has become approximately
